TULIP  CULTURE 

Dig  beds  2  spades  deep  in  spring, 
lay  drainage  of  shells  or  cinders 
unless  naturally  Avell  drained,  pulver¬ 
ize  soil  and  fertilize  liberally  at 
that  time.  FTse  the  bed  for  light 
crop  of  annuals  during  summer. 
Remove  annuals  in  the  fall,  apply 
bone  meal  6  pounds  per  100  square 
feet,  raise  surface  of  bed  3  to  4 
inches  above  surrounding  area.  Set 
bulbs  from  early  October  to  late 
January,  5  inches  deep  and  6  inches 
apart.
